After leaving Le Havre we did not sight 
any land until, at the end of a nme days 
yovage, we made out the huge black masses 
of Cape Ortegal, on the northwest coast of 
Spam. The following day we cast anchor 
m pretty Cedetra, It had been our inten-

tion to make for La Coruia, but a howhnge 
gale from the southwest nude beating to 
windwartl against the corrent both wet andl 
mistrable and prompted is te seek shelter 
where we cuiild make it. 

Weather-bound fishermen in ‘Cedetra 
faught us to eat barnacles and octcpns, 
which, after avercoming our foolish aver- 
sian, we found delicious. These eclible 
harnacles grew in Ing clusters alimg the 


rocky const anil were gathered at kw tide. 


They are quite easy to clean, and when 
boiled in salt water their long necks tasted 
very fitch like shrimps: | 

Maybe these harnacles were of a differ- 
ent kind from those which had the annoy- 
ing habit of settliny om the capper-painted 
bottom of our bout atsea. At amy rate, | 
have never had the courage to eat of our 


own crop, atid T have certamly never felt 


Inclined to cuitivate then. 

Spain is, 40 far, the only country T have 
acon where these shellfish are eaten. The 
octopus, however, seems to furnish an es- 
seritial ingredictt ma variety of delicacies 
sel in many of the tropical or semitrepi- 
cal places which we have since visited. 


WE LOSE OUR ENTIER WARDHOBE 


When the storm had abated we sailed 
to La Comafa, the principal town on the 
Spuntsh northwest coast, Trt ts a ttiter- 
esting town. Possibly founded hy the 
Phocvicians, it has played a part in history 
un imany aceasions. Tt onsts of beklings 
fram various historical epochs..some being 
of great age. The Herenles Tower, more 
than mig ee high, dates from the Roman 
veriod, perhaps even before, atid hms since 
port i the postsessionof many mations, at 
the same tttie 1 stronghold and beacon, 
until to-day it serves the sole, peaceful 
purpoee of na lighthouse.

A NEW MENMHER OF THE CREW 


Three more ports of call we made on 
the Therinn Peninsala—Corme, Vigo, and 
Lisbon. 


Tn Vigo we shipped a new member of 
the crew. a puppy. She had been born on 
a Norwegian steanter, and the chief, who 
gave her to me, claitred that she wis a 
“French police dog.” 1 did not worry 
much, Whatever her pedigree, she suited 
me, She is goul-loaking, very mich like 
an Alsatiin, nat smaller, and is the most 
intelligent dog [ewer had, sweet- tempered 
ane obedient, yet-a herce watchdog.

Sunt Georges was under construction 
for nearly half a century, and when the 
time came to build the great tower, planned 
for it, funds were not available.

At the dawn of the rth century Pin- 
kelsbuhl's star had begun to wane, Striie 
from within and without hastened the de- 
cline, (Luther's new doctrines found inu- 
merans adherents in the city, but ‘nearly 
all of the aristocracy cling to their oltl be- 
lies, ancl hitter dissensians ensued, 

Daring the Thirty Years’ War, Dinkels- 
bohl was bestegerd and captured ou munmmber 
of times, losing two-thirds of its pupula- 
tion and a vast treasure that had to be pated 
#3 ransom or mdenimity. 

Of al) the events in the city’s turbulent 
career, perhaps none has left so lasting an 
Impress as the siege of 1632. Once ench 
Year its citizens turn back the pages of his- 
tory and live again those unforpettable

days when Swedish armies thundered at 
their gates and the town wns at the mercy 
uf invaders from the nerth. 

Despair eripped the hearts of the har- 
assed people i john settled over their 
ancient city on May to, 1632. Flickermy 
lights of countless camp fires bespoke the 
Presetice of the veteran Swedish troa 
who waited determinedly outside thie walle 
Few shots ingy the stillness of the inte 
spring evening, for the war had been a 
long one and neither side had powder to 
waste.

more recently they had. refused Colonel 
Viti Sperreuth's demand for surrender.

A SCHOOL TEACHER TO THE KESCUER 


Two messages: had been received that 
‘lay. Chie, boldly delivered and ommousty 
brief, again demanded unconclitional sir- 
render. The other, Surreptitiously smug- 
gled through the besieging forces, brought 
word thatan imperil army could not come 
to the rescue of the sorely presset! town, 

As night wore on, the Couneil could 
arrive at no decision on the peremptory 
demand for surrender. 

Worm by the stram of prolonged strite 
and weak with hunger, many of the towns- 
people would gladly have opened wide the 
gates and thrown themselves upon the 
merey of the mvaders. But not so the 
Council. A majority represented an old 
jatnican clement which chose rather to 
liethan to surrender. 

Bells tolled off the fleeting hours arid, 
as dawn crew near and the tine approached 
wher an answer must be retired, the at- 
tininsp tie re of the Council chamber grew 
tense. The situation seemed hopeless, when 
a faint knock soimcded on the door tind a 
plamly dressed young woman, a tower 
warder's daughter, made her way tim.

Happily, escape isin sight. What with 
sconce, research, farm schools—and good 
example af the more alert farmers who 
prove 2 ean grow couch besides 
cntton—you set dawning im the State o 
new, civersihed agriculture. 

But that ts not all. Fron the North 
men have come with money and minchines, 
stitting mills, shops, stmielters—inany in- 
dusties new to Alnbinia. 

Its factories, scattered over the State, 
with workers to be fel, open a widening 
inarket for Alnbama fruit, veretable, poul- 
try am!) dairy farms. Sw ifthy, as the lives 
of Stutes are measured, you see this clam- 
orous, alien culture of sinoke and steel le- 
ing imposed on a proud, leisurely society, 
accustomed far generations to its vast cot- 
tonfields, plantation hemes, and calm, well- 
ordered rural existence. 

With ler water power, coal, ores, hum- 
ber, Taw eottan, sunplis lihor, and fine 
climate, Alahama is forced to bid her hand, 
And industriaiism is trumps, Cotton she 
will grow, indefinitely. Hat more of other 
things, toa—reaching finally a happier eco- 
noone halanee between town and country 
life.

The island ts historically interesting, for 
here some of the first copper mines to he 
opened by white men in the Lake Superior 
rerion were put into operation about thie 
middle of the list century. 

Homes were built for the miners, vil: 
lnges established. und for a time man was 
near to breaking this wild island to his 
fashioning, Hut Isle Royal fought back at 
the intruders with isolation and erael wine 
ters and the lashing gales of Lake Su- 
perioar, and same thirty years later the 
mines were nhandonecd as no longer prolit- 
able. For the most part, the cabins ane 
mine buildings have fallen or buried ani 
the forest is gradually creeping aver the 
rock dumps, the wilderness recluuming tts 
own, | 

Long before the witte miners came, per- 
laps centuries before white ten touched 
the shores af North America, aboriginal 
people were crossing Lake Superior to take 
copper fromthe rocksaf Isle Royal, This 
ishind was the source of much of the cop- 
per used by primitive man in this part of 
the globé,and science has yet to unravel 
the secret of the race that hollowed out the 


first open pits where the red metal out- 
cropped from the rock. 

A hoever they were, however, those an- 
cient miners left indelible and dramatic 
record of their laburs. They built fires on 
the ridges and cracker the heated rock with 
water. Then, with crude stone nmillets 
brought from the distant matnland—there 
is no stone ot that type on Isle Royal— 
they battered the broken rock awny anv 
toak the nuggets of native copper, ready 
Far fashionmy into various Gbpects. 

At the bottom of those open pits the 
rude stone hammers are still lying, their 
hattered ends bespeaking the we to which 
they were put by hands that have been dust 
these long centuries, 

Toedoy Isle Royal a4 the hoone, in stm- 
mer, of a scattered handful of comercial 
fishermen who come out in spring irom 
the north shore of Lake Supenor. Their 
homes, built usually of logs, stand on the 
sheltered harbors, nestling at the foot of 
tawering cliffs that give refuge fram the 
battering gales of the lake. 

The fisherfolk remain throngh the sum- 
mer, getting their mail three times a week 
from Duluth, nearly two hundred miles-to 
the weet and south, shipping their catch 
hack by the boat that brings the mail. 
They have no other contact with the out~- 
side world, but live contentedly an) hap- 
ply on their iaototed, lake-pirt frontier. 

In addition to the homes of the fisher- 
folk, there are four resort hotels, built on 
the shore of Isle Koval, which operate in 
suminer. Therets nowhere a clearme or a 
home tn the mtertcr.

Occasionally a fishing family, more hardy 
than the average or with a warmer strain 
of pioneer blood in its veins, lays ma stock 
of food supplies and remains over winter 
onthe island, The isolation of sucha fam- 
ily is complete and unbreakable. Not once 
ina decade are the restless waters of Lake 
Superior ikely to freeze solidly enough to 
permit crossing from the Canarian shore 
hy dog team ;-and, of cotirse, once winter 
has come and the harhors-are sealed, the 
lake filled with drifting ice packs tht pile 
in grinding fields off the rocky shores, it 
is out of the question ta reach Iste Royal 
or leawe it ly twoat. 

There are no telegraphic or cable phone 
communications between the island and the 
mainland. The family that decides to win- 
ter there settles down some time in No- 
vember to a quiet daily routine, knowing 

that it cannot be broken until the ice goes 

out, probably in May; that no escape fron 
this ice-fettered hastile i is possible, come 
what my.
